>I have noticed that transmissions in the airband (118-136 Mhz) rarely break the 
squelch. Is this due to the fact that the airband is AM and the FT2400H is an 
>FM rig or did I mess up this very simple mod? 


I have noted that each 2400 will vary in how low the PLL will lockup. 
I have two and they are both different, but neither will really cover 
enough of the air band to be worthwhile.
